Hudson Loses Life 


——— a 


WER READ WAS BLOWN OF 


Killing Result of a Raid on a Kan- 
sas Barroom by Twenty Masked 
Men—Two of the “Smash- 
ers’”’ Are Put Under 
Arrest. 


Millwood, Kan., February 19.—In a raid 
on a “joint” here by twenty masked men, 
heavily armed, late last night, Mrs. Rose 
Hudson, wife of the bartender, was in- 
stantly killed. William Webb, one of the 
raiders, was shot through one arm and 
two or three of his companions were 
slight!y wounded. Yeung farmers com- 
posed the party. Two arrests were made 
today and much excitement prevails over 
the prospect of a still more serious culli- 
sion between the factions. 

Shortly after 10 o’clock last night two 
men entered the ‘‘joint,”” which is sa'4 
to be owned by Mrs. Michael Lochner. 
Warning had been served on the proprie- 
tress to cease business yesterday, but 
compliance was refused. When the men 
entered they ordered drinks, which were 
at once served by Bartender Hudson. 

One of the men rapped loudly on the 
bar and at this signal about twenty mure 
men rushed into the place. All carried 
arms and wore maskk. Half a dozen shot- 
guns were raised and discharged into the 
ceiling, apparently to demoralize the keep- 
ers of the place. Two men rushed upon 
Hudson with guns leveled at his head. 
He grasped the barrels and pushed them 
agide just as they exnloded. Hudson 
slipped to the floor. Just then Mrs. Hud- 
son dashed in and hardly. had she crossed 
half the intervening space when another 
€un was discharged point blank at her 
head. The whole top of her skull was 
blown away, and Hudson, regaining his 
feet, bore her to the rear room, where 
She died. 

Ten men are said to have been waiting 
under arms to help défend the ‘Jjoint”’ 
from the expected raid,- but when the 
band entered the place and began shoot- 
ing the defenders became panic stricken 
and decamped. | 

When the raiders saw Mrs. Hudson fall 

they, too, became frightened and hastily 
quitted the place witrfout attempting tu 
destroy the place. 


Sheriff Everhardy, of Leavenworth, was 
quickly notified of the raid today ami 
afrested John and Henry Wiison, farm- 
ers, charged with participation im the af- 
fair. Several more arrests are expected. 

Feud Back of Raid. 

Leavenworth, Kas., February 19.—Four 
farmers arrested today for complicity in 
the saloon raid at Millwood, Kas., that 
resulted in the killing of Mrs. Rosa Hud- 
son, the buartender’s wife, have been 
lodged in the county jail here. Tomorrow 
the county attorney says he will file a 
complaint against them of murder in the 
first degree. The raiders are John Will- 
burn, William Thornburg, Andy Wilson 
and —— Turner. All are young ran ani 
all but Turner are married. Back of the 
alleged raid there is said to have existed 
a feud of long standing. Other arrests 
may follow. Wiliam Webb, who was 
wounded during the fusillade, is not geri- 
ously hurt. 


TAXES MAX NOT BE REDUCED.

Washington, February 19.—The status of 
the war revenue bill is causing considera- 
ble apprehension among members of the 
house, as the two sides are apparently 
deadlocked in conference with no indica- 
tion that either will yie-'d. There was 
some talk today of a conference or cau- 
cus of republican members of the ways 
and means committee to decide upon a 
line of action and before the bill is al- 
lowed to fail some such course may be 
adopted. The friends of the bill are san- 
guine that if it gets before the house 
again a motion to concur with the senate 
will receive united support on the demo- 
cratic side and such scattering support 
on the repub.ican side that it will pre- 
vail

T WHERE LORD WANTS ME’ 


That’s the Message Mrs. Nation 
Sends Brother. 


IS PERFECTLY COMFORTABLE 


| And Says Devil Is Deceived if He 


Trying To Save Husband, Mrs. 


Thinks He Put Her 
in Jail. 


Topeka, Kans., February 19.—Mrs. Car- 
rie Nation refuses bail and says the Lord 
wishes her to rest for a period. She 
today received a message from her broth- 
er, a Kansas stockman, asking if she 
wanted bond. She replied: 

“God shall supply all my needs accord- 
ing to His riches in glory. I am comfort- 
able and where the Lord wants me, my 
darling.”’ 


“The Lord is making me take a little 
rest,”’ she said today. “So long as he lets 
me out of jail I could not be quiet and I 
wore myself out, but you see the Lord 
put me in jail so that others might be 
inspired and take up ‘the work where I 
left it. The devil has deceived himself 
if he thinks he put me in jail. It was 
God who did that.’’ 

“But don’t you think this is a pretty 
serious matter?’ 

Mrs. Nation wags busy 
reading her mail. 

“‘No,”’ she said, smiling. 
cess of. my life.”’ 

Mrs. Nation still receives requests from 
towns in the west to come and rid them 
of the saloons. She had such a letter 
from a town in Illinois today and from 
‘tthe mothers and sisters of Atchison. 
Kans.’ Mrs. Nation says she will rent a 
room in Topeka as soon as she is out of 
jail and make Topeka her  headquar- 
ters. : 

Mrs. Nation was told that a few of 
her most radical friends were talking 
about making a raid on the county jail 
to release her and her friends. Mrs. Na- 
tion sent this message to them: 

“If you want to break up something. 
break up a few joints, but don’t try to 
break into jail.’ 

These words prevented any further 
threats of violence against the county 
authorities. 


Raid Made on “Joint.”’ 

Newman, Kans., February 19.—A band 
of thirty men and women, armed with 
hatchets and axes, made a raid on a 
“joint’’ here today. They demolished a 
costly ‘cherry bar, a plate glass mirror 
and other fixtures. There was not much 
liquor in the place, but it was destroyed. 
A friend of the owner tried to protect 
the property with a shotgun. One of the 
crusaders named Carroll, in trying to get 
possession of the gun, was struck on 
the head with it and seriously inivred. 

_ Used Hammer on Saloon. 

Port Huron, Mich., February 19.—Mrs. 
Charles Rhodes this afternoon entered 
James Wilson’s saloon and asked for her 
son. After giving the bartender a lec- 
ture, Mrs, Rhodes suddenly drew a ham- 
mer from under her cape and broke a 
showcase and ten bottles of whisky. 
The bartender then put her out. Mrs. 
Rhodes stated that she had served no- 
tice on the saloon keeper not to sell 
her son liquor.

Chicago, February 19.—All of the big 
suk thread manufacturing concerns in 
the United States are to be consolidated. 
The object of the syndicate is to minimize 
expenses and place the, business upon a 
more paying basis. The money is to be 
furnished by the Coates Thredd Com- 
panv an English corporation, backed by 
a capital of $68,000,000. The deal will be 
closed within a few days and the trans- 
fer of property {is expected to \> made 
by March Ist. 

According to a Chicago manufacturer, 
it will be a cash transaction and the capi- 
talization of the syndicate will be $12,000,- 
000. The result of the proposed consolida, 
tion, it is said, will be the abolitton of 
many offices and branch houses at pres- 
ent operated by the individual companies.

FOR KIDNAPING 
YOUNG CUDAnY 


James Callahan Is Behind the 
Bars at Omaha 


PRISONER 1S = TDENTIFIED 


Young Cudahy Says Callahan Is the 
Man Who Abducted Him and 
Acted as Guard — Calla- 
han Close Friend of 
Crove. 


Omaha, Neb., February 19.—The police 
have under arrest James Callahan, 
charged with complicity in the abduction 
of Edward Cudahy, Jr., December 18th. 
Callahan was arrested last Saturday, but 
the police kept the fact a secret unti) 
today in the hope of securing other ar- 
rests. 

Young Cudahy identified Callahan as 
the man who accosted him near the 
Cudahy residence and represented himself 
to be a sheriff from an adjoining county 
and forced him into a buggy, and also 
as the man who kept guard over him at 
the Melrose Hill house pending the nego-' 
tiations for the ransom of $25,000 which 
Mr. Cudahy paid for the return of his 
boy. 

Daniel H. Burris, who sold a horse and 
buggy to two men who are supposed tu 
have used it to procure the abduction, 
also identified Callahan as one of the 
men with whom he made the deal. 

Marie Larsen, a servant in the employ 
of J. N. H. Patrick, of whom the kid- 
napers rented a house, was the third per- 
son to identify Callahan, and savs he is 
the man who paid a month’s rent in ad- 
vanee for a cottage in Happy. Hollow, 
which the bandits abandoned two weeks 
before the abduction. 

Mr. Cudahy, Sr., today said his son 
and two others had identified Callahan 
as one of the abductors. Mr. Cudahv 
feels confident that the police now have 
one of the right men and that other ar- 
rests of equal importance will follow. 

With his father young Cudahy called 
Sunday at the office of the chief of police 
and confronted: the prisoner. The men 
had a conversation lasting half an hour 
and after Callahan had been taken away 
Cudahy said: 

“IT would never forget that voice, and I 
also remember distinctly his peculiar 
manner of pronouncing certain words. In 
his present talk he used these g6ame words 
and pronounced them the same. As I 
sa lnpe oad looks at the man while 
that this fs the men ‘saaseae? dee rahe 
@aNeahan denies absolutely that he had 
anything to do with the kidnaping, but 
admits that he was a close friend to 
Crowe, He says he can prove an alibi. 

Callahan states that during the time 
which it is claimed he spent guarding 
young Cudahy he was at the home of his 
sister, a Mrs. Kelly, living at Poppleton 
avenue and Fifty-third street, which is a 


short distance from the Melrose Hill 
house, ~ 


Mrs. Kelly tonight was asked concern- 
ing the whereabouts of Callahan at the 
time of the abduction and said the day 
following the deed he was at her home, 
but acknowledges that she does not know 
his whereabouts the night before. 

Tonight the police secured information 
which they expect to lead to the arrest 
of another man connected with the crime. 
He is the coachman of a friend of Mr. 
Cudahy. 

Callahan is thirty-eight years of age 
and was employed in the packing house 
of the Cudahy Packing Company at South 
Omaha up to three months ago. He has 
not been emp.oyed for some time, but 
the police claim he has been spending 
money freely. He has served in the pen- 
itentiary for highway robbery. 

Cai.anhan tonight made a statement as 
follows: ; 

“1 Know nothing, absolutely nothing, 
about the Kiunaping of LKdaward Cudany, 
vc. if 4 did 4 wouid be tne iast man in 
ine worid to tel it, Decause if 1 dia anu 
fat Crowe proved to be connected wiih 
ine crime he wuula run me lo tne end 
ot the earth and run a Knife througn me. 
inere is hu dauger Of Me turning state's 
eviaence, even 1: 1 had Knowledge of the 
deed which would assist the state in a 
conviction. Rather wouid I serve a term 
in the penitentiary than take chances of 
acknowiedging that 1 had information in- 
criminating to myself or anybody eise, 
because I Knuw the people of this city 
would not rest until they had hanged 
me tu the nearest telegraph pole. I have 
seven people who will swear to my where- 
abouts on the night of the abduction and 
the two days following. The statements 
of those who have pretended to identify 
me with the case go for nothing. 1 know 
none of them, have never seen them, no 
had any dealings with them.”’ .

ASPHALT TRUST LAKE IN VENEZUELA 


Pert of Spain, Island of Trinidad, Tues- 
day, February 5.—(Correspondence of the 
Associated Press.)—A correspondent of tite 
Associated Press has just returned from 
a ten days’ stay. ‘n Caracas, Venezueia, 
where he w<nt to investigate the Vene- 
guelan situation. The New York and 
Bermudez Company, the correspondent is 
informed, is quietly gathering a strong 
force of well-armed and well-drilled men 
at the pitch lake, to resist all encroach- 
ment. The United States gunboat Scor- 
pion has been ordered to the pitch lake, 
with orders not to allow the company to 
be dispossessed, pending the judicial in- 
vestigation of the case in Washington. 

The Venezuelan government is arging 
the New York and Bermudez Company to 
 gesort to the tribunals. The company re-

The United States sent for a complete 
set of the laws of Venezueia, pending the 
examination of which it asked the Vene- 
zuelan government, as a friendly at, to 
suspend the operation of the decree dis- 
possessing the New York and Bermudez 
Company. The Venezuelan government 
twice refused. It was then vigorously de- 
manded by United States Minister Loomis. 
Then a protest was made and ignored by 
the Castro government. Three months 
ago the consular agent of the United 
States at Barcelona was thrust into prison 
without cause. The United States gov- 
ernment demanded an apology, but has 
| not yet received it. Earlier the same con- 


sul was arrested and threatened with tor- 
ture if he did not pay a large sum of 
money to local military officials. 

A few months ago a German merchant 
at Barcelona was tortured by officials 
there to extort money from him. The 
German government sent a cruiser there 
at once, got satisfaction and kept the 
vessel four months in Venezuelan waters. 

The Italians have had men of war in 
Venezuelan waters most of the time for a 
year. 

Last year the American consul at La- 
Guayra was attacked and his life threat- 
ened. The United States government has 
never received satisfactory reparation for 
that. :

RUINED BY MAN HE SAVED 


George RB. Hagan Gives the Reasons 
for His Fadlure. 


BUILT RAILROAD IN GEORGIA 


Smash Was Connected with Con- 
struction of Marietta and North 
Georgia Road.

Boston, February 19.—George # Eager, 
a railroad builder, Who yesterday filed a 
petition in bankruptcy for over a million 
dollars with assets of only $10, today said 
his indebtedness was due to the failure 
of the Marietta and North Georgia rail- 
road shortly after he had built it in 1890. 
He says: 

‘The smash was directly comnected with 
the failure in London of the Baring 
Brothers. If I had been able to hold on 
to the railroad for a year or two longer 
I Would have been able to square all of its 
indebtedness without difficulty. 

“I was forced to this action by the at- 
titude of one of my creditors, whoin I 
had saved from financial) ruin in Philadel- 

h 


p . 

“This man held $20,000 of the bonds of 
the Georgia railroad when it failed, and, 
in:telling me of the serious condition he 
would be in if their value depreciated. I 
gave him my note for $14,200, and in ad- 
dition $5,000 in securities, taking over half 
of the bonds for the purchase of which 
he had borrowed money of a bank. 

“Nearly $600,000 of the amount set as my 
liabilities is for acerued interest, aud I 
believe that a large portion of the bal- 
ance will be found to be outlawed. My 
actual amount of liabilities will probably 
not exceed $400,000. 

“T have built and seen grow into high- 
ly successful Institutions the Cincinnati, 
Rockport and Western railroad, the Nan- 
tesket Beach railroad, the Kroxviiic. 
Cumberland Gap and Louisville line, the 
Marietta and North Georgia railroad and 
later the Knoxville, Southern Georgia and 
Tennessee railroad.” 


OUR TRADE WAR WITH RUSSIA 


Situation Is Discussed by the Presi- 
dent and Cabinet. 
Washington, February 19.—The cabinct 
discussed a cablegr@m just received from 
Ambassador Tower, of St. Petersburg, 
which is sala to Wave been l!ttle more 
than a terse summary of the opinions cf 
the Russian ministers and newspapers 
as to the prospects of further trouble be- 
tween Russia and the United States. The 
ambassador made it plain that, in his es- 
timation, there was little danges of any 
strain being put upon the friendly politl- 
eal relations existing between the United 
States and Russia, while there was a gen- 
eral conviction among newspapers and in 
public that the present economic issu° 
between the two countries will be settled 
in such a manner as to leave not a scar. 
The papers advised caution and conserva- 

tive action by Russia. 
Not Considered Serious. 

London, February 19.<"‘The tariff war 
with America is not considered serious in 
official circles,” says the St. Petersburg 
correspondent of The Daily Mail, “and it 
is hoped that before Russia begins repri- 
sa]: measures the respective increase in 
duties will have counteracted one another. 
For' this reason Russia has pcostpcned 
making reprisals for fourteen days. The 
raising of the duty on grain would be of 
advantage to Russia_as against Germa- 
ny.’’

WORKING ON ‘STEEL COMBINE. 


Stated That All the Rockefeller 
Properties Will Be Included. 
New York, February 19.—Arrangements 
were perfected today by which the Lake 
Superior Consolidated Iron Mining Com- 
pany and its affiliated interests will enter 
the great iron and_ steel combination 
which is now being organized in New 
York city by J. ¥. Morgan. The Lake 
Superior Consolidated Mining Company is 
capitalized at $30,000,000, and it represents 
the interests of John D. Rockefeller in 
the Lake Superior regions. This compa- 
ny practically controls the interest of the 
Duluth Northern railroad, which runs 
from Duluth to Iron mountain, and in 
the Mesaba range. This road is the con- 
necting link between the rich iron mines 
of the Mesaba range and Lake Superior. 
Interest attaches to the transactions be- 
cause it indicates that the Rockefeller 
fron and steel properties in the country 
of the Great Lakes have gone into the 
transacti 
Henry CeFrick has been made chair- 
man of the directors of the new steel 
combination. Opposition to Mr. Frick’s 
selection is expected to materialize among 
the Pittsburg stockholders interested, but 
it is believed that no contingency can pos- 
sibly arise which will prevent the great 
steel combination from being organized 

on some basis.

He Says That They Cannot Investi- 
pate His Chicago Bank.

When John Alexander Dowie was noti- 
fied today of the resolution of the IIlli- 
nois legislature empowering a commit- 
tee to inveBtigate the bank of Zion, he 
declared that the state legislators will 
not be allowed to enter the bank or per- 
mitted to open its books and will bé pre- 
vented from getting any information 
about the bank’s workings from the in- 
side. Dowie said that his bank was a 
private institution, and no one had a 

right to force his way in. 
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FOR EXPERIMENTAL STATIONS. 


Naticnal Agricultural Department 
Sends Out to Texas.. 


Austin, Tex., February 19.—(Special.)— 
Authorities from Washington connected 
with the federal agricultural department 
are here for the purpose of interesting 
the Texas legislature in obtaining favor- 
able action at the hands of the legisla- 
ture, seeking to establish experimental 
stations in Texas for the advancemént of 
the agricultural interests. The federal 
government is willing to lend every as- 
sistance possible to this industry, but it 
is necessary that the state should do 
something in the way of locating these 
stations and getting them started. It 
is intended if the stations are started 
to experiment with the cotton products of 
Texas, so as to improve the output and 
lessen the expense of planting and gar- 
dening.

This action was taken by the state de- 
partment after the cabinet discussion had 
developed the attitude of the administra- 
tion. It is understood that this course 
was regarded as best since it left room for 
another appeal to the powers, directly 
through their foreign offices, in case Mr 
Conger’s efforts are futile. 

The state department officials decline to 
make public the text of the note. Howev- 
er, it was said to be in perfect accord 
with the policy already developed and to 
make manifest the conviction of the Unit- 
ed States government that these propos2d 
hostile expeditions are in violation of 
the rights of the individual parties to the 
peace negotiatons. 

Pressing China Too Hard. 

If the threat of military expeditions 
is based upon a desire to force the Chi- 
nese envoys to speedier action upon the 
ministertal. proposals, then it must he 
stated that our government disapproves, 
feeling that it has not yet been demon- 
strated sufficiently that the Chinese gov- 
ernment is not acting to the best of its 
ability. Regarcing the insistence of the 
fcreign ministers on the imposition of 
the death penalty upon the whoie list of 
prescrited Chinese officials, it is recalled 
that the Chinese asreed to administer the 
severest possible punishment and it 38 
conceived here that it may be entirely 
impossible for that government to go to 
the length demanded by the ministess. 

Those considerations are of course 
krown to the foreign ministers in Pekin, 
but it will be Mr. Conger’s duty to re- 
fresh their recollections as to the en- 
gagements their governments entered into 
as well as with 
China, and he will point out that our 
attitude is in exact accordance with the 
cutline laid down in the formal notes pre- 
ceding the beginning of the negotiations. 
The United States government will con- 
tinue to deal with tha other powers 
through their diplomatic agencies, ignor- 
ing the suggestion tiat the ministers at 
Pekin have no control over the military 
forces stationed there and carrying out 
the same theory General Chaffee will act 
in thorough harmony with any sugsgecs- 
tions made by Mr: Conger. 

Great Britain in the Dark. 

London, Febrd@ary 19.—Unitel States 
Ambassador Choate saw the secretary of 
state for foreign affairs, the marquis of 
Lansdowne, this afternoon. They discuss- 
ed the Chinese question and the Nicara- 
gua canal matter. Mr. Choate was in- 
formed that both these features would 
be fully discussed at a cabinet meeting 
February 22, and Lord Lansdowne hoped 
to communicate to Mr. Choate something 
definite immediately after.

DIGGING OUT DEAD BODIEs. 


Rescuers Seeking the Victtms of the 
Great Mine Disaster. 


Cumberland, B. Cc Februar 

: ; e y 19.—Six 
hundred feet below the ground and over 
a thousand yards from the shaft No. 5 
a little gang of men were working this 
evening in a heroic attempt to reach the 
bodies of their fellow miners who perish- 
ed in Friday’s explosion. 

Four bodies have been so fat recovered. 
The first body was that of Duncan Me- 
Innis, a Scotch miner, who recently came 
to Cumberland. Near by was that of his 
Japanese helper. These two were lying 
on their backs close together with their 
hands up to their foreheads. There were 
no marks of burning and the conclusion, 
therefore, is that they were suffocated 
by after damp. They had _ evidently 
moved but a few steps from their work 
when overcome. Owing to the difficul- 
ty of working continuously in the dense 
atmosphere of the pit it was several hours 
after the discovery of MclInnis’s body 
that two more bodies were found. These 
have not yet been identified. They are 
mangled almost beyond recognition. 

The work of endeavoring to recover the 
bodies is now proceeding from both No, 6 
and No. 6 shafts, and it is expected that 
many of the bodies will be recovered be- 
fore morning. As the result of the in- 
vestigation of the probable cause of the 
disaster, many theories have been ad- 
vanced. One is that an exceptionally 
heavy blast caused the explosion. Man:

Williams and Ryan Are No Longer 


* at War. 

Richmond, Va., February 19.—(Spectal.) 
Intense interest was manifested in bus- 
iness circles today in the news that the 
five-year fight between Thomas F. Ryan 
and the Seaboard Air-Line railroad had 
been ended and that the Seaboard and 
Southern are absolutely on friendly terms.

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“BRUTE AND DOG” HURLED | 


AT GADETS BY TILLMAN 


South Carolina Senator Makes 
a Fierce Attack on West 
Point Hazers, 


CLEMENCY IS. SHOWN 
HATERS: BY. SENATORS 


Reject Conference Report on Acad- 
emy Bill Because of the Seyerity 
of Provision Against Haz- 
ing—Daniel Led Fight 
for Rejection. 


Washington, February 19.—By the em- 
Phatic vote of 18 to 42 the senate late 
this afternoon rejected the conference re- 
port on the military academy appropria- 
tion bill. This concluded a spirited debate 
upon the provisions against hazing in- 
gerted in the report by the conference 
committee of the two branches of con- 
‘gress. Discussion of the provision, which 
Was precipitated at the close of yester- 
day’s session by “Mr. Daniel, of Virginia, 
occupied the greater part of today's ss- 
sion and the report of the conferees was 
rejected because it was regarded by a 
large majority of the senate as too drastic 
and, while no instructions ‘could be given 
the conferees by the senate, it was under- 
stood that to secure favorable action by 
the senate, a modified provision as to the 
penalty for hazing would have to be pre- 
sented and agreed upon by the conferees. 

Sampson-Schley (Fight. 

Mr. Hale, chairman of the committee 
on naval affairs, favorably reported from 
that committee a bill to revive the grade 
ef vice admiral of the navy and authoriz- 
ting the president, with the advice and 
consent of the senate, to appoint two vice 
admirals from the list of active rear ad- 
mirals of the navy. He asked immediate 
consideration for the bill, Mr. Butler, of 
North Carolina, and Mr. Pettigrew, of 
South Dakota, objected. 

‘Under the objection,’’ said Mr. Hale, 
“the bill will go to the calendar. I give 
senators notice that as soon as practi- 
cable I will call up the bill.” 

Mr. Warren, of Wyoming, asked unan- 
imous consent that the senate meet at 
40 o’clock tomorrow morning to read the 
omnibus claims bill. Mr, Pettigrew cb- 
jected. 

The resolution for the consideration of 
memorial resolutions ut a special session 
next Sunday went over for one day. 
Mr. Debof, of Kentucky, addressed the 
senate in advocacy of the Gonstruction of 
an isthmian canal. He believed that the 
canal was demanded imperatively by the 
material interests of the United Siates. 
He argued that it should be constructed 
by direct appropriation from the United 
States treasury... , 

Mr. Sewell called up the conference re- 
port on the military academy appropria- 
tion bill. He defended the action of the 
conferees, holding that they had followed 
the instruction of both the senate and 
the house. He said that this country de- 
manded a law to prevent hazing. 

Hazing Penalty Too Harsh. 

Mr. Pettus argued that the provision of 
the conference report which debarred @ 
cadet convicted of hazing from ever 


holding a commission in the navy, ermy. 
and marine corps was clearly unconsti-' 


tutional, 

Messrs. Hawley, Chandler and Lodge 
expressed the opinion that the conferees 
had gone too far and said that while haz- 
ing should be suppressed, no perpetual 
stigma could be put on convicted cadets. 

Mr. Depew, in opposing the hazing pen- 
alty, declared it had been adopted under 
public clamor and that congress had act- 
ed upon impulse rather than upon judg- 
ment. He agreed that dismissal from the 
academy ought to follow conviction of 
hazing, but the young man, he said, 
should not leave West Point with a brand 
upon him—a brand that would remain 
upon him through life was going too far. 

Mr. Butler urged that congress ought 
not to be swept off its feet by popular 
clamor. He believed that in this instance 
congress was enacting extreme legisla- 
tion without due consideration. He said 
hazing, in moderation, was not a thing 
to be put down by penal legislation. In 
fact, he thought it a good practice to a 
limited extent and in certain cases. He 
had known men in college who were the 
better for hazing in moderation. It did 
them good—took the conceit out of them. 
He thought the report ought to be re- 
committed to conference. 
man Calls Cadets “Dogs.’’ 
illman said that those cadets who 
p ced hazing upon their physical in- 
fe were “brutes and dogs,” and he 
doubted whether the provision against 
hazing could go too far. 

“This school at West Point,’’ he assert- 
ed, “has become a disgrace in the eyes 
of the world on account of hazing.”’ 

Mr. Spooner made an eloquent protest 
against the enactment into a law of a 
provision which does not differentiate be- 
tween cowardice and brutality and mere 
boyish pranks. He declared the propdsi- 
tion shocked the sense of fairness of ev- 
ery decent man. —~ 

Mr. Teller said a system of hazing ha 
grcwn at West Point totally unlike that 
in any other institution in the. country. 
It ought to be suppressed with a strong 
hand. 

“The people are outraged by this prac- 
tice,”’ said he. “‘‘we have got to stop it or 
eventually dismantle the institution.”’ 

Mr. Wolcott thought congress had en- 
tered upon a trifling plece of business. 
The enactment of the provision would 
make of the cadets milk sops and prigs. 

Mr. Hale believed the conference report 
ought to be rejected. He said that practi- 
cally the whole matter had been left to 
the conference committee, the members 
of which had put on the bill “this re- 
markable penal code.”’ 

“Out of this question,’’ he declared, “we 
have made a most tremendous matter 
(and it is not such) and have deciured 
there is no such lot of malefactors as the 
body of cadets at West Point, and they 
are not such.’”’ 


Money Bitter Aga‘nst ‘Hazing. 
Mr. Money maintained that the propose] 
provision was not due to a popular clam- 
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or, but to a deep seated and righteous 
indignation which permeated the entire 
country. He denounced vigorously haz- 
ing, maintaining that those who would 
maltreat a young cadet were unfit to 
command men. 

Mr. Daniel, of Virginia. opposed the con- 
ference report and said it illustrated the 
old maxim “that hard cases make bad 
laws.”” He doubted whether thére was 
any collection of 49 young men in the 
country. which was not infinitely worse 
than that at West Poifit. Harsh punish- 
ment seldom succeeds in bringing about 
reforms. Mr. Daniel declared the propos- 
ed legislation was more suitable to the 
middle ages. 

Mr. Tillman denounced as brutes those 
guilty of the horrid and villainous prac- 
tices at West Point. Perhaps the term 
“‘dog’’ sounded harsh, ‘‘although,’’ ex- 
claimed the senator, ‘‘T am almost ready 
to apologize to the dog for making the 
comparison.”’ 

The vote was then taken on agreeing 
to the conference report, and it resulted, 
yeas 18, nays 42, as follows:

About Horses for South Africa. 
Washington, February 19.—The hovse 

spent the day upon the sundry civil ap- 

propriation bill. No material amend- 
mends were placed upon the bill. Mr. 

Cannon reported the last of the general 

appropriation bills, the deficiency. Mr. 

Hitt, chairman of the committee on for- 

eign relations, reported back the resolu- 

tion of inquiry introduced by Mr. Naphen, 
of Massachusetts, and it was adopted. It 
is as follows: 

“Resolved, That the secretary of the 
treasury be requested to inform the house 
if ‘our ports or waters’ have been used 
for the exportation of horses, mules and 
other supplies for use in South Africa, and 
if so, to what extent and what steps have 
been taken to prevent the same; also the 
number of horses and mules that have 
been shipped since the beginning of the 
war in South Africa to the present time, 


giving the shipments from each port and 
the dates.” 


A somewhat similar resolution of in- 
quiry, addressed to the secretary of state, 
was also adopted. 

The house then resumed consideration 
of the sundry civil bill. 

The item appropriating $100,000 for the 
investigation of underground currents 
and artesian wells in the arid land regions 
and the preparations of reports upon 
the best methods of utilizing the waiter 
resources of those regions led to a con- 
siderable debate upon the subject of the 
irrigation of arid lands. 

Mr. Hill, of Connecticut, said the gfeat 
scheme of irrigation would cost* the gov- 
ernment $36,000,000,000. Mr. Newlands, of 
ee said these figures were chimeri- 
cal, 

Mr. Cannon, chairman of the appropria- 
tions committee, predicted that if the 
scheme were entered upon it would cost 
more than $750,000,000 in the next fifty 
years. The whole question was thresned 
over. 

There was a long discussion over the 
item in the bill to appropriate $145,000 for 
the purchase of 145 acres of additional 
land for the government hospital for the 
insane in the District of Columbia. The 
item was stricken out. 

At 5:40 the house adjourned.

Alabama Supreme Court Decides 
Against the Southern. 


Selma, Ala, February 19.—(Special.)— 
For months there has been a fight be- 
tween the Birmingham, Selma and ‘New 
Orleans short line, which runs about thir- 
ty miles from here, and the Southern rail- 
road abéut a crossing the short line 
wanted to put in. The Birmingham, Sel- 
ma and New Orleans was bought last Au- 
gust by Colonel F. M. Abbott for some 
New York capitalists and as soon as he 
secured control of it Colonel Abbott be- 
gan work with the intention of extending 
the road about twenty-five miles to the 
Tombigbee river, The proposed line of 
extension led through rich undeveloped 
country and across the track of the 
Southern.

The case since then has had 
several trials before different courts. The 
supreme court of Alabama at Montgom- 
ery “today rendered a verdict affirming 
the verdict of the probate court here last 
August. As soon as the papers in the 
ease arrive here from Montgomery the 
probate court will appoint appraisers to 
adjust the damage of crossing the South- 
ern’s track and work will begin tmmedi- 
ately upon the extension of the short line 
to the Tombigbee river.

The par- 
ties arrested are prominent persons and 
the evidence against them is very strong.

Rebel Garrison Captured.

Continuing his 
march along a mountain trail, Colonel 
Schuyler was attacked by rebels of Trias 
command. After a sharp fight the ene- 
my was beaten and scattered. One Amer 
ican was killed and one was wounded. 

The officials of the branch of the Hong 
Kong bank here have announced that 
Ross, the Englishman in théir employ, 
who wrote a letter, published in an 
Australian paper criticising the Philippine 
commission, American officers and Ameri- 
can policy in general, has been ordered 
to proceed to Hong Kong. The British 
community here is well pleased that the 
man has been sent away. 

General MaeArthurs’s reception at Ma- 
lacan exceeded anything in the Spanish 
regime. The palace was beautifully dec- 
orated and brilliantly illuminated.

Just a Eample, That Is All. 

We fing in The Chicago Tribune such 
a fair sample of its method of discus- 
sion, whe®-the south is concerned, that 
we reproduce it. 

A few days ago Judgé Benet, of South 
Carolina, exposed a piece of lawless- 
ness, which moves The Tribune to say: 

The position of the employer is easily 
understood, but it does not excuse the 
abuses revealed in the South Carolina 
case. The contract just brought to light 
contains all the essential elements of 
Slavery. It recalls the oppressive laws 
enacted in various southern states after 
the close of the war—laws meant to 
perpetuate slavery under a new form. 
They were wiped off the statute books in 
time, but the spirit that created them 
still survives in some localities. The 
fact that the South Carolina contract 
bears the signature or mark of an illit- 
erate laborer does not alter its real na- 
ture. Such an instrument is void, and 
the magistrate and constables who issued 
and executed the warrant under which 
this negro was imprisoned and killed 
as a convict are liable to punishment. 
The other day Senator Tillman spoke af- 
fectionately of South Carolina as ‘‘God’s 
country.”’ That is an inaccurate descrip- 
tion of a state where men are still held in 
what is practically slavery. _ 

From this the average “hurry” read- 
er of Chicago is left under the impres- 


sion that wholesale lawlessness pre- 


vails in'South Carolina. The Tribune 


A does not take pains to say that the 


case was but an occasional infraction 
of law, which can be found in Chicago 
as readily as in South Carolina. The 
statement is not made that South Caro- 
lina, through her proper judges, dis- 
covered and punished the infraction, 
and that the state is to be estimated by 
the chafacter of the judge, and not by 
that of the lawbreaker. This attempt 
to perpetuate a misrepresentation is 
unworthy American citizenship and is 
but poor argument at any time. 

The reference to Tillman’s descrip- 
tion of South Carolina as ‘“‘God’s coun- 
try” is particularly unfortunate in The 
Tribune, when it declares that “that is 
an inaccurate description of a state 
where men are still held in what is 
practically slavery.”

Mr. McKinley is the author of a 
drastic tariff bill.

The principle of arbitrary tariff pro- 
tection is not worthy a great nation. 
It is the policy of isolated neighbor- 
hoods. We have surplus goods to sell 
and need a market, which we proceed 
to make by use of a bludgeon. The 
surprised nation may be caught at a 
disadvantage for a brief season, dur- 
ing which time we will enjoy an in- 
flated trade, but soon the other na- 
tion gets its bludgeon ready, and then 
where do We’stand? We have antag- 
onized those who were friendly toward 
us; we have placed a premium upon 
foreign ingenuity, and reprisal, as in 
the present case, is inevitable. 


Following the Georgia Plan. 

The demand of the legislature of 
Wisconsin, that senators should be 
elected by the people, comes appro- 
priately when the people have in view 
the legislative snarls in Nebraska, Del- 
aware, Oregon and Montana. 

That this demand should come from 
Wisconsin, which has always been rep- 
resented by able men, as it was orig- 
inated in Georgia, which has always 
been equally well represented, shows 
that the conviction of the whole coun- 
try is being slowly crystallized in this 
direction. The reasons leading thereto 
are epitomized by The Chicago Tri- 
bune, which says that “two causes are 
working together to create in the pub- 
lic mind the belief that the present 
method of electing senators must be 
abandoned. One of them is the greater 
frequency of legislative snarls and 
tangles, which leave states unrepre- 
sented. The other and more potent 
cause is the growing conviction that 
better men, who will not look on them- 
selves as far removed from and not 
answerable to the people, will be sent 
to Washington when senators are 
chosen by the people at first hand, and 
not, as now, at second hand.” 

The people of Georgia, unwilling to 
await the slow machinery of legisla- 
tion, put this plan into force in the 
election of a successor to the late Sen- 
ator Alfred H. Colquitt, through party 
agency. The principle is now so well 
established that there will. be no de- 
parture from it. If the other states 
would thus settle their choice through 
party primary they would hasten the 
day of legislative adoption. 


In Sight at Last. 

The fact that an adequate union pas- 
senger depot for Atlanta is in sight is 
a consummation which will be received 
with pleasure. | 

The undertaking of this work by the 
Southern Railway Company was to be 
expected, since the large preponder- 
ance of lines owned by that company 
would give it the greatest interest in 
the undertaking. With such a con- 
trolling influence, the building should 
be cast upon plans of commensurate 
scope. 

While it is gratifying that the build- 
ing of the depot is in such able hands, 
the city should not lose its interest in 
the project. A depot, like a capitol or a 
courthouse, is a public building by 
which the enterprise of the ¢eity will 
be judged. We should have a union de- 
pot.architecturally presentable as well 
as commodious, and such a depot will 
no doubt be constructed. : 

The period of uncertainty seems to 
have gone by, and We are now dealing 
with actual people who can be reach- 
ed.

It will furnish an opportu- 
nity for the business men of the south 
to show whaf they are and fo display 
abroad the wonderful resources of this 
-section of country. Such a presenta- 
tion in a city with such reserve capital 
as Philadelphia will result in the at- 
traction of investment this way. 

The officers of the Southern Indus- 
trial Association are preparing a good 
programme for the occasion, and one 
inviting the best exponents of our va- 
rious lines of wealth to be present. No 
labor should be spared to fully display 
our resources before such an audience. 
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Evidently a Croaker. 

We regret that so conservative and 
hopeful a journal as The Boston Her- 
ald should have joined the army of 
croakers, who think there is a limit 
to the powers of this constantly effer- 
vescing nation. 

The billion-dollar appropriation of 
the present session of congress has 
had a disturbing influence upon The 
Herald.

The national treasury is not 
an inexhaustible fund from which those 
in charge of it have a reasonable right 
to draw ad libitum, And then We are 
treated to the assurance that— 

No nation has ever existed that could be 
supported without sacrifice on the part of 
its people. It is folly to suppose that our 
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an exception to this. If a billion 
foliace im to be spent agen in the Unit- 


a States, somebody must pay for it; and, 
as our nation is constituted, the men who 
pay here are more likely to be the mid- 
dling interest and the laboring people than 
anybody else. If the pinch is to come, as 
it must come inevitably, first or Jast, and 
probably at no distant day,’ these classes 
must be the first to feel it. 

Really, this last statement is inex- 
cusable. It is an assault upon the 
abundant resources of the people. It is 
a repeating of the election charges of 
‘“Bryanism” which The Herald fought 
so pérsistently The é¢ditorial columns 
of The Herald have held up to ridicule 
the long-haired statesmanship of the 
west, which oppcsed extravagance and 
dou»ted the purposes of the men who 
are now in control. The western and 
southern croaker seems to have infiu- 
enced the editor of this able journal. 

The Herald should go slow in talk- 
ing about “the middling interest and 
the laboring people.” Such expres- 
sions will create the impression that 
Hon. Thomas M. Patterson, of Dent- 
ver, nas been called to the editorial 
chair.

“This world likes to be humbugged,.” 
said the philosopher who makes his head- 
‘Quarters at the Kimball. “and if it is not 
being fooled it is not satisfied. 

“The fact that the world likes humbug 
is proven by the number wf rank frauds 
who become leaders in nearly evefy avo- 
cation. I'll venture that in nearly every 
line of business in Atlanta there is some 
man who has won success not because 
his talents entitled him to it, but because 
he knéw how to humbug the people. 
These fellows who win by fooling the 
people belong to _no particular proféssion. 
Some*of them practice law, some are in 
the ministry, some are ip mercantile busi- 
ness and some are in the newspaper line, 
The truth is, you find them everywhere. 

“It amuses me when I think of the 
methods by which some of them succeed.’ 
There is the fellow who affects a pompous 
air and dresses in a manner to heightéh 
the affectation. There is mighty little in 


the fellow except the ability to hold his 
head and turn up his nose like he scents 
& disagreeable odor, but he finds that 
pomposity inmmposes on the world and so 
he goes in for the pompous. And he gen- 
erally wins, too, over men who have 
double the gray matter that he carries. 

“Then there is the fellow who looks 
wise and whose wisdom consists only in 
looks. This fellow is very chary of words 
because he is barren of ideas, but the 
people, liking humbug, credit his silence 
to wisdom and he is soon considered a 
sort of Sir Oracle. There are several of 
these solemn-looking fellows about this 
town who have won just because they 
possessed the ability to look wise and had 
just enough sense to keep their mouths 
shut. 

“Another fellow who generally wins is 
the one who assumes the clever role, He 
Starts Out in life to be everybody’s friend, 
and is so far as talk goes, but rarely ever 
Jet his cleverness get as low down a his 
pocket. Weil, this fellow gets a wide- 
spread reputation for being a mighty 
good fellow, when he is really not near 
as g00d as other people, and pretty soon 
he lands in a good soft snap. By a pre- 
tense of cleverness he has humbugged 
the people into making him easy for life. 
This sort of fellow is ‘generally found 
dabbling in politics. 

“But the fraud that tires me most Is 
the fellow who knowg it all. He is gen- 
erally a rather yotingish fellow and he has 
adopted the omniscient role as a matter 
of pure business. He is really very shal- 
low, but he has learned that the know-it- 
all air is impressive and he works it for 
all it’s worth. And he wins nine times 
out of ten. I don’t know why, probably 
because people are averse to disputing his 
assumptions. He might be said to win by 
his mouth, for he has it continually at 
work giving instructions to people who 
have forgotten more than he ever knew. 
This fellow is the quintessence of cheek, 
gall, brass or any other slang term that 
is used to describe the man who assumes 
that he alone ig ‘it.’ As the poet has said:

‘*These chaps don’t humbug me. I know 
they, are frauds who are winning over 
better men because they are catering to 
the world’s love of humbug. The pathetic 
feature of it is that they get the places 
that ought to go to those who don’t play 
the humbug game. I have a contempt 
for the whole lot, but I believe I sort of 
hate the fellow who wins by knowing it 
all. He ig particylarly offensive to me 
and when he gets his mouth in action I 
am reminded of the lines:

NEELY, THE DEFAULTER, WILL 
HAVE AN IMPARTIAL TRIAL 


qu 


Havana, Cuba, February 15.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—While the constitution 
framed by the convention is the al! im- 
portant subject of comment and interest 
among those in the United States who 
are giving thought to the affairs of Cuba, 
just at present here the Neely case in 
particular and the postoffice case in gen- 
etal are the subject of conversation. 
Charles F. W. Neely remains in the car- 
cel at Havana awaiting trial, and it may 
not be amiss to explain to Americans 
something of the process here connected 
with criminaj tfials. It has also been 
asked many times if Neely had _ the 
prospect of a full and fair trial in the Cu- 
ban courts. One class of people seem to 
be of the opinien that justice would not 
be meted out to him whether proven in- 
nocent or guilty; that Cuban courts and 
judges could be readily bought, and pro- 
vided he had money enough to make it 
worth their while, the judges, who form 
both court and jury, would bring in a 
verdict of not guilty, while the reverse 
would be the case if he were short of 
funds. 

I will state \yight here that the American 
military government in Cuba has been 
making and is still making every effort to 
improve not only the methods of proced- 
ure in the courts, but likewise to improve 
the personnel. Secretary of Justice Gener 
is a man of great ability, perfect honesty, 
fearless in the expression of his opinions 


and regardless of consequences when he 
has entered on a course which he con- 
siders right. In every*way the Cuban 
judiciary has been purified. The Havana 
audiencia, or superior court, has been put 
on the same rank with all the other six 
audiencias in the island. Heretofore it 
held higher rank and the justices of that 
court could never be sent to other sta- 
tions in the island, no matter how press- 
ing the necessity. 

The law of criminal procedure in Cuba 
is not unlike that in the reformed codes 
in the United States. June 15, 1899, the au- 
diencias were reorganized. These audi- 
encias are those of Pinar de] Rio, Ha- 
vana, Matanzas, Santa Clara, Puerto 
Principe and Santiago de Cuba. Each 
exercise ¢ivil and criminal jurisdiction 
within the limits of their respective 
provinces. In Havana the audiencia holds 
one court for civil and another for crimi- 
nal cases. The court for criminal cases 
is composed of a president and five as- 
sociate justices, and is also divided into 
sections, one of which is presided over by 
the president and the otber by the senior 
associate justice. The fiscal’s office 
part of the audiencia, the fiscal answering 
to the public progecuton in the courts in 
the United States. Besides the fiscal 
there is an assistant fiscal and five deputy 
fiscals. Likewise there are the usual sub- 
ordinates, such as clerk of the court, door- 
keeper, bailiffs and laborers. The respec- 
tive functionaries of the six audiencias re- 
ceive the same compensation. If one or 
more of the judges should be prevented 
from sitting and the number remaining 
js ‘insufficient to decide the case, their 
places are filled by substitute judges. All 
the officers of the audiencias, with the ex- 
ception of subordinate ones, are appoint- 
ed by General Wood on the recommenda- 
tion of the secretary of justice. 

Preliminary Investigation. 


The preliminary investigations in the 
Neely case were made in the court of first 
instance and instruction of the cathedral 
district in Havana, and Neely was in- 
dicted by this court. On account of the 
number and importance of these postoffice 
cases and the time required to try them, 
General Wood has appointed, upon the 
recommendation of Secretary of Justice 
Gener, a special session of the audiencia 
of Hiavana to hear and determine the 
cases. This court is composed of Senor 
Adolfo Plazola y Cotilla, president of the 
audiencia of Matanzas; Senor Jose Cabar- 
rocas Horta, president of the audiencia 
of P'’nar del Rio; Senor Manuel Jaime, 
associate justice of the audiencia of Ha- 
vana, and the president of the audiencia 
of Havana. Senor Arturo Hevia y Diaz, 
judge of first instance and instruction of 
the eastern district of Havana, has been 
appointed assistant fiscal to aid in the 
trial of the cases. Hon. Horatio Seymour 
Rubens and Mr. Lucius Q. C. Lamar, of 
New York. are special counsel for the 
government in the preparation of the 
cases for trial. Neely is represented by 
Senor Migue) Viondi, a distinguished Cu- 
ban lawyer. The case against Neely will 
’é called for trial as soon as Senor Viondi 
has had reasonable time to prepare the 
defense, he having only been on tha case 
since the return of Neely to Havana, 

When General Brooke arrived in Cuba 
he was directed by the president of the 
United States to continue in force the civis 
and criminal code which prevailed prior 
to the relinquishment of Spanish sov- 
ereignty, but to modify and change it 
whenever from time to time it should be 
found necessary in the interest of good 
government. During the past year, as 
stated above, much has been done to im- 
prove the methods and officials of the 
courts. Any abuses in the Spanish judi- 
cial system which prevailed yrior to 
American occupation have been swept 
away, hence the people of the United 
States must not confuse formef abuses 
with the present condition of affairs with 
respect to the administration of justice. 


Teri#ble Defect in Courts. 


There was in former days a terrible 
defect in the courts of Cuba, known as 
“Incommunicacion,” by which provi 
sion a man when arrested was confined 
and restrained from communicating wh 


his friends until a prelfminary investl- 
gation was made a® to his gulit. An- 
other defect was the payment of judges 
by fees which invited corruption, and a 
third was the personnel of the courts as 
they then existed. But great changes 
in thelaw of procedure have been made 
since American occupation. The ‘‘in- 
communicado” practice has been abol- 
ished, the fee system has been discarded, 
and judges, fiscals and all employees 
receive stated salaries. Cuban lawyers 
of approved learning and integrity have 
bees selected and appointed 4s judges. 
The method of arrest, arraignment, in- 
dictment and trial of a man have been 
ehanged to conform to modern ideas. In 
Cuba today the defendant has the right 
to be brought, when arrested, before 
the committing magistrate and to be in- 
formed of what he has been acctised and 
adviged as to who are his accusers. He 
is given reasonable time to select an at- 
torney to defend him, and if too poor to 
pay the attorney's fees, the judge ap- 
points counsel for him. He has the op- 
tion either to testify or be silent, not be- 
ing pelled, as formerly, to testify 
against himself. All criminal trials in 
Cuba are now held in public in open 
court. The right of appeal to an appel- 
late court is provided for, and the right 
to release on bail is preserved. The writ 
of habeas corpus is established. 

The preliminary investigation, called 
‘“symario,” strongly resembles the inves- 
tigation of grand juries in the United 
States, with the exception that during the 
preliminary investigation the accused may 
be present and know what occurs. In 
Cuba the judge at first fnstance, the 
public prosecution, or fiscal, and the 
clerk of the ‘court (escribano), constitute 
the grand jury. If, asa result of their 
investigations no case is made out,. the 

goes free. If a case should be

tried by the next higher court. “The trial 
does not take place before the judge who 
conducts the preliminary examination, 
but this judge refers the whole record 
of the proceedings to the next higher 
court, or audiencia, for a public trial. 
Here the accused is again faced with his 
accuser, confronted by the witnesses and 
provided with a competent attorney to de- 
fend him. 

In America it is thought better to let 
one hundred criminals. go unpunished 
than to inflict punishiment upon an inno- 
cent person. This humanitarian principle 
finds acceptance in Cuba. It is certainly 
reasonable to believe that the Cuban sys- 
tem is quite as adequate as the Ameri- 
can to prevent the escape of a criminal] 
unpunished, 

Must Be Personally Confronted. 

As a part of the “‘sumario” or prelim- 
inary investigation, all the evidence is 
presented to the defendant for his exam- 
ination, and he has the right to cross-ex- 
amine the witnesses against him, which 
cross-examination is called ‘‘careo,’’ from 
the word cara, face, which, as it implies, 
means that the defendant must be per- 
sonally confronted with the-witnesses in 
the presence of the judge. 

It will be seen that the conduct of the 
trial in the Neely case will be practical- 
ly the same as if he were tried in a 
court in the Dnited States. 

When his case is actually called for tri- 
al in the criminal audiencia, he and his 
counsel will have full information of all 
that has been done. They have been 
given and will still have every opportuni- 
ty to refute the charges, either by pre- 
senting Neely’s own witnesses, or by 
cros#-examining the witnesses preseént- 
ed by the other side or called by the 
judge. 

The practice in the Cuban courts.is to 
take down in writing the testimony of the 
witnesses. Court reporters (stenogra- 
phers) are nut generally émployed. It 
}is possible in these postoffice cases on ac- 
count of their importance, it may be con- 
sidered wise to have the proceedings 
Stenographically reported. It has been 
the custom when the evidence was tak- 
en down in writing to read it to the wit- 
nesses and have it signed by them and 
also by the judge in order to prove that 
the statements had been correctly record- 
ed. Many believe that this gives a de- 
gree of certainty which perhaps is not 
always obtained in a stenographic report. 
It at least renders it impossible for the 
judge or the opposing counsel to record 
language other than that which was act- 
ually used. 

Charles F. Ww. Neely is accused of em- 
bezzling postage stamps, moneys, funds 
and other public property of Cuba. He 
will be tried tn Havana in accordance 
with the law of criminal procedure. He 
will have as fair and impartial a trial 
here in Havana as he would have if he 
were tried before the superior court of 
Fulton or any other county in Georgia. 
The act of congress under which he was 
sent back to Cuba for trial guarantees 
that the Cuban authorities shall secure 
to him a fair and impartial trial. It is 
not to be supposed that President Mc- 
Kinley would have authorized his extra- 
dition if he had not heen satisfied that 
he would receive a fair trial. Both-Jud

An ordinance providing for the taxaticn 
of street railway companies by means of 
a levy upon the gross receipts of the bus- 
iness done by the companies, was in- 
troduced at the meeting of the city cotn- 
cil yesterday afternoon by Councilman 
Reed, of the third ward. 

This ordinance provides that the per- 
centage demanded of the companies shall 
not exceed 5 per cent per annum of the 
gross receipts, and shail be fixed by the 
mayor and general council in their discre- 
tion.- It also states that the percentage 
provided for shall not be collected from 
any of the street railways until at such 
time as the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company shall make itself subject to 
payment thereof by applying for some 
new grant, extension or change cf its 
lines, 

In case the council passes the ordinance 
it will therefore have no effect until .a 
franchise is applied for by the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company. Then that 
company will become subject to the tax 
as will also each and every other company 
or individual operating or owning a lie 
of street railway in the city. The scope 
of the ordinance is wide and if passed 
will materially serve to gettle the question 
of length of time of franchises granted by 
the city without charge. 

It resembles an ordinance passed some 
time ago by the city council, and was in- 
troduced by Councilman Reed at the sug- 
gestion of. City Attorney Mayson. To a 
representative of The Constitution Mr. 
Reed last night explained the ordinancwe 
as follows: 


Councilman Reed Talks. 

The introduction of the ordinance was 
at the instance of City Attorney Mayson, 
who explained to me and showed how ani 
why the ordinance previously passed by 
the council would no ect the objec: de- 
sired. The reading’ the old ordinance 
is such that the construction placed upon 
it would make it effective only upon the 
consolidation of tho existing systems of 
street railway and not so otherwise. 

“The city attorney thought it necessary 
to introduce this new ordinance in order 
that the effect desired by the supporters 
of the other ordinance, popularly supposed 
to be effective. might be secured. If this 
passes the council and is made a ‘aw, 
then no question as to its effectiveness 
can or will ever arise, as is thought would 
be the case if an attempt should ever be 
made to collect a pércentage of the re- 
ceipts under the provisions of the old or- 
dinance.”’ 

The full provisions of the ordinance are 
as follows: 

“An ordinance by~Councilman Reed 
providing conditons to be annexea to 
street railway franchises heréafter gran- 
ted. 

“Section 1. Be it ordained by the mayor 
and general council of the city of Atilan- 
ta that any person, firm or corporation 
applying for and receiving a grant from 
said city for power and authority to con- 
struct, equip and operate a line or lines 
of street railway, or extensions or adai- 
tions to, or change in any existing system 
-or line or street railway, upon any strest 
Or streets, or public places or portions 
thereof in said city of Atlanta, shail 
thereafter for themselves, successors and 
assigns, be held and subject to pay to 
the said city of Atlanta a percentage not 
exceeding 5 per cent per annum of the 
gross receipts of the street railway pbusi- 
ness conducted by such persun, firm or 
corporation. Said percentage to be fixed 
by the mayor and genera] council in their 
Giscretion as to time of payment, mannor 
of collection, and when to be paid, not 
excecding th sum above named, and shall 
be’ collecte@ upon the entire receipts of 
such person, firm or corporation, whether 
such grants be for an entirely new sys- 
tem or.line of street railway or for any 
aéditon to or extension of or change of 
any existing system or line of street rail- 
way. 

“Section 2. Be it further ordained that 
the percentage above provided for shall 
riot be enforced against or collected from 
any person, fim or cofporation owning 
And operating a line of street railway in 
said city of Atlanta until such time as the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company, bv 
applying to said city for a new grant or 
extensfon or addition or change of exist- 
dng Une,or lines of their street railways, 
or by operation of law, or otherwise, shall 
be held and subject to the payment of the 
percentage provided for’ by  sec- 
tion one of this. crdinance, where- 
upon each afd every person, firm or 
corporation owning or operating a line 
or system of streét’ railway within the 
waid .aity of . ta shall likewise be 
held and bound for the payment of sai 
percentage herein provided for.”

CHANGE IN THE LAW 
“WILL BE DEMANDED 


H. E,W, Palmer Retuns from 
Visit to Reform-. 
alories, 


SEVERAL INSTITUTIONS 
CLOSELY INSPECTED

It Is Believed That for the Reforma, 
tory To Be a Success the Law 
Must Permit Indefinite 
Sentences for Way- 
ward Youths. 


H. E. W. Palmer, chairman of the re- 
formatory committee of the board of 
county commissioners, returned to the 
city yesterday morning after visiting re- 
formatories in a number of cities, pur- 
suant to instructions from the commis- 
sioners at their last meeting. Commis- 
sioner Palmer left Atlanta last Wednes- 
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CHAIRMAN H. E. W. PALMER, 
Of the Reformatory Committee. 
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day and during his tour of inspection 
visited five different {nstitutions, in an ef- 
fort to gain information that will prove 
valuable in the construction of the Ful- 
ton county reformatory. 

Commissioner Palmer expresses satis- 
faction at the result of his tour and he 
will make a detailed report to the board 
of commissioners of the workings of the 
various institutions which he visited, 
recommending certain features that im- 
pressed him as would be useful in the 
operation of the institution here. He 
first visited the Hamilton county indus- 
trial school, at Jersey, near Chatta- 
nooga, then the House of Refuge, in Cin- 
cinnati, going from there to the Boys’ 
Industrial school, located six miles from 
Lancaster, Chio; t the state institu- 
tion at Nashville, ending Monday at 
the Richmond Cou Industrial school, 
near Augusta. 

A Change Must Be Made. 

One of the most important points 
gained on the tour is that the .reforma- 
tory will not be a success unless the law 
under which youthful criminals are to be 
sent to the institution is changed. It was 
recommended to him that in order for the 
reformatory to accomplish the end for 
which it is established the system of 
indefinite sentences be adopted. Under 
the present arrangement in Fulton coun- 
ty it is the intention to send the youth- 
ful criminals to the institution for a cer 
tain length of time, they receiving the 
same character of sentence as though 
they were being sent to the chaingang. 

The indefinite system of sentences is in 
vogue in the reformatories where 
criminals afe confined, and under this ar- 
rangement the youths are sent there 
until they reach the age of twenty-one 
years, unless sooner reformed. 

Under the indefinite sentence system 
the average limit of confinement is said 
to be about eighteen months. 

In Richmond county the criminals are 
sentenced to the reformatory for not 
less than one year, and until they are 
twenty-one years of age, unless sooner 
reformed. Commissioner Palmer is very 
much impressed with this form of sen- 
tence, as he states that it would be an 
incentive to the boys and girls to reform, 
as they would know that the better they 
behaved the sooner they would be re- 
leased. On the other hand, under a defi- 
nite sentence, they would know that they 
would be released at a certain time, 
whether they were good or bad. When 
the matter is presented to the board this 
system may be adopted. 

Only two of the reformatories which 
Commissioner Palmer visited receive 
criminals from the courts. These are lo- 
cated at Lancaster afd Augusta. The 
remainder afte on the order of orphan 
homes or homes for the friendless, ad- 
mitting only wayward and incorrigible 
boys and girls, At all of the institutions 
Commissioner Palmer states he was ad- 
vised that the Fulton county reformatory 
should begin with the various forms of 
agriculture, as an occupation for the in- 
mates, and let manual training develop 
as the institution grows. Manual train- 
ing, however, was strongly recommended. 

Commissioner Palmer Talks. 

In speaking of his trip, Commissioner 
Palmer said: 

‘tT have been on the go for the past 
week and have used my efforts to obtain 
the most valuable information possible 
that will be useful in the construction 
and operation of the reformatory here. 
I passed every night, with the exception 
of one, on a sleeping car, and during the 
week I visited and made a thorough in- 
spection of five different. institutions. I 
was very much impressed with the fact 
that all ofthese institutions were inau- 
gurated on a more modest scale than is 
cantemplated for the Fulton county re- 
formatory. 

“They are all successful and appear to 
be doing a good work. The institution 
at Jersey is only about three years old 
and does not receive any children under 
sentence, but is simply run for the way- 
ward and homeless. The House of Ref- 
uge, in Cincinnati, is about fifty years 
old and does not admit criminals. There 
are several hundred children in this insti-

tution, The Boys’ Industrial school, near 
Lancaster, is a state institution and there 
boys are received under sentence for mis- 
demeanors. 

“The boys are sentenced to remain 
there until they are twenty-one years of 
age, unless sooner reforméed, and are 
fitted for various occupations. This insti- 
tution embraces about 1,200 acres and is 
operated under what is known as the 

cottage system.” There are a number 
of cottages scattered over the grounds 
and a certain number of boys live in each 
of the cottages with an officer and his 
wife. In this manner they are given the 
influences of family life. There is one 
large mess hall for all, however. This 
institution started with eight boys in a 
log cabin and it is now one of the finest 
of its character in the country. The cost 
of the institution per capita last year 
pet as The total expenses were over 

There are several hundred children in 
the state school at Nashville, but they 
are not sent from the courts. The insti- 
tution will not admit criminals until! the 
legislature passes an act keeping them 
separate from the other children. The 
state appropriates $100 a year per capita 
for the maintenance of the inmates. In 
Augusta the principal occupation of the 
inmates is agriculture. There are four- 
teen whites and forty golored children in 
this institution and they are sent there 
for not less than one year and until they 
are twenty-one years of age, unless soon- 
er reformed. 

“Religious services are held in all of 
the reformatories and the institutions are 
arranged and conducted in such a man- 
ner that they bear just as little resem- 
blance to a prison as possible. The in- 
mates are watched and certain rules 
must be observed, yet their surroundings 
are such that will tend to change the 


‘ course of their lives for the better and 


to induce them to be good, moral citi- 
zens. The institutions I visited have 
turned: out some excellent men and wo- 
men. 

“All of the officials were kind to me 
and explained the workings and various 
features of the institutions. Superintend- 
ent J. C. Kalleen, of the Hamilton coun- 
ty school, was absent during my visit to 
Jersey, but his wife and his assistant, 
Mr. Price, showed .me over the institu- 
tion. Mayor Fleischman, of Cincinnati. 


to the officials of the House of Refuge. 
Assistant Superintendent P. R. Costellh 
showed me all through the institution 
and took pleasure in giving me all in- 
formation I desired. 

“A reformatory is an immense under- 
taking, but the people have expressed 
themselves in favor of such an institu- 
tion and the board will carry out their 
wishes in the matter.”’ 

Commissioner Palmer will probably réc- 
ommend that the cottage system be 
adopted, and he states that this can be 
done under the present plans for two or 
four buildings for the reformatory. As 
the number of inmates increases addi- 
tional buildings can be erected» He re- 
celved yesterday afternoon from the su- 
perintendent of the Lancaster reformatory 
the plans and specifications of their lat- 
est cottage, which the superintendent in- 
formed Commissioner Palmer comprised 
the best points obtained during the ex- 
istence of the institution, and he states 
that he will be glad to show them to any 
of. the architects. who are preparing 
plans for the reformatory.

Commissioner Brown To Urge Upon 
Committee the Immediate Occu- 
pancy of Reformatory Site.

LEGISLATURE 1S PETITIONED 


Woman’s Christian Temperance Un- 
ion Is Working Hard To Obtain 
Control of the Charac- 
ter of the Enact- 
ment. 


Austin, Tex., February 19.—(Special.)— 
In the house a bill was passed finally 
providing that the permanent schoe! fund 
of the state be invested in the bonds of 
independent school districts, also a Dill 
requiring judges to read charges to a 
..jury before counsel argues the case. 

Petitions have been submitted to and 
quite a number of measures introduced 
in the legislature seeking to prohibit un- 
der heavy penalties for violation of the 
act the shipment of any liquor into the 
local option districts in the state. Other 
measures bearing on this subject will 
lead to a close inspection of the liquor 
business of the state and the examination 
of all joints and blind tigers with a view 
of their suppression. 

Anti-liquor agitation is due to the effort 
of the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Tnion, which has been untiring in its ef- 
forts to secure numerous’ and largely 
signed petitions asking for ant/-liquor 
legislation. 

A bill seeking to amend the present rig- 
id Sunday law owas introduced, the 
amendment in question providing that 
confectioners and places of amusement 
can be open for business any hour on 
Sunday save betweén the hours of 9 and 
4 o‘clock, and that the sale of soda water, 
mineral water and any other drinks con- 
cacted by confections exclusively can be 
sold. 

The members of the Texas volunteer 
guards are petitioning the legislature for 
an appropriation of $25,000 for state en- 
campment of Instruction to be. held an- 
nually, the appropriation to cover the en- 
suing year. The state militia is well 
organized now as to the number of com- 
panies, but this is sadly in need of a 
@chool of training, and the object for 
asking for this appropriation is to havea 
ten-day camp of instructions during the 
summer. 

In the house this morning the famous 
Hogg amendments came up as regular 
order. These amendments are the ones 
that have precipitated such an ardent de- 
bate in Texas politics and caused the 
presence of such a formidable, lobby here 
in legislative circles. Based on the theory 
that the railroads of Texas are operating 
on fictitious stock and bond values, one 
of these Hogg amendments _ seeks 
té place them all in the hands of a re- 
ceiver. Another amendment seeks to 
prohibit the issuance of free passes and 
another prohibits any lobbying in legis- 
lative bodies. As soon as the amendments 
were read a motion was made to limit the 
debate on them to eight hours, four hours 
on each side. But after a lengthy dis- 
cussion it was decided to talk until the 
legislature became tired and then vote. 
The question of whether or not Chris- 
tian Science is a medical profession was 
precipitated in the Texas legislature to- 
day during the discussion of a bill in the 
senate, which seeks to regulate, the prac- 
ticing of medicine in Texas by providing 
for the appointment of a board of exam- 
iners who shall pass on all persons seek- 
ing to enter the profession. 


WILL BUILD NEW COKE OVENS. 


Near Knoxville Improvements Are 
Contemplated. 

Knoxville. Tenn., February 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—H. M. LaFollette, of the LaFol- 
lette Coal and Iron Company, announces 
that his company will at once build 220 
new coke ovens near LaFollette. Ninety- 
two ovens have just been completed. One- 
tnird of the output from these 312 ovens 
will be used in the iron furnace the com- 
pany is now erecting at LaFollette. Mr. 
LaFollette anncunces that surveys have 
been made for the proposed extensions of 
the Tennessee Northern railway, which 
reaches LaFollette from that point, to 
Jellico. Middiesboro and Knoxville.

I's Denied That “No Quarter’ 
Orders Were Issued, 


FAVORABLE TERMS OFFERED 


Scheme for Government of South 
Africa Prepared, but Held Back 
Because of the Situation. 
Liberal Makes Attack 
on Chamberlain. 


London, Februaty 19.—The war in South 
Africa again furnished the subject for 
many questions in the house of commons 
today. 

The secretary of state for war, Mr. 
Brodrick, gave an official denial of the 
story that orders had been issued that all 
Boers captured in kahki \uniforms were 
to be shot. He said that neither Lord 
Roberts, General Kitchener nor any other 


responsible general had issued such an or- 
der. 


The secretary of state for the colonfes, 
Mr. Chamberlain, informed the house that 


a proclamation setting forth the inten- 


tions of the government in regard to the 
administration of the new South African 
colonies had already been drafted, but 
had not issued, in deference to the opinion 
of General Kitchener and Sir Alfred Mil- 
ner, that the time was not opportune. 


Chamberlain Attacked. 


H. H. Asquith, liberal, the former home 


secretary, characterized the speech of the 
secretary of state for the colonies, Mr. 
Chamberlain, delivered last evening, as 
a revival of the ‘‘billingsgate of the general 
election.”” He repudiated the suggestion 
that the opposition favored the undoing 
of the annexation of the two republics, 
but, he said, a settlement would not be 
aceelerated by truculent language, but 
by the combination of a strong army, 
capable of commanding respect, and the 
offer of terms not derogatory to either 
the victors or the vanquished. 

The secretary of war, Mr. Brodrick, 
who followed, declared that the terms of- 
fered the Boers were better than ever be- 
fore tendered to a vanquished enemy. Le- 
niency to men on parole had been a disas- 
trous failure. He appealed to the oppo- 
sition to stop the delivering of mischiev- 
ous speeches and the circulation of pam- 
phiets which did an immense amount of 
harm in South Africa. 

In defending the government against the 
charge of failing to re-enforce General 
Kitchener, Mr. Brodrick said 30,000 horses 
had been sent out within three months 
and they hoped by the end of March to 
have increased yeneral Kitchener's 
mounted forces by 20,000 men. 

Dewet Moving North. 

London, February 19.—Lord Kitchener, 
commander in chief of the British in 
South Africa, telegraphing from Pretoria 
to the war office under date of February 
18th, says: 

“Dewet is reported still moving north 
and now is west of Hopetown. He will 
probably double back to the southwest. 
The troops are prepared for this. 

“A train was derailed between Veéreen- 
inging and Johannesburg this morning, 
but the Boers were driven off before they 


secured much.”’ 
The war office tonight published the list 


of British casualties in the fight between 
General 


Smith-Dorien and Commandant 
Louis Botha at Bothwell, February 6th, 


already fully described in Lord iKtchen- 
er’s advices to the war office from Preto- 
ria, February 9th. The British casualties 
were twenty-four killed and fifty-three 


wounded, and the Boers were repulsed.”’

WAS IN TOWER ON 
CHARGE OE, FORGERY 


Cook Carried the Bailiff to’ Corner 
of Marietta and Decatur Streets 
and There Bid Him an 
Affectionate but Si- 
lent Goodby. 


4 Cook, who was to have had a pre- 
liminary hearing before Justice Bateman 
at 4 o’clock yesterdaly afternoon, on @ 
warrant for forgery sworn out by C. W. 
O’Connor, took leg bail at about the hour 
set for his trial, while visiting some rela- 
tives and friends in quest of financial as- 
sistance to make good the dishonored 
check, being at the time in the custody of 
Bailiff Nelson Fritz, of Justice Bateman’s 
court. 

At about 8 o’clock in the afternoon Cook 
telephoned to Justice Bateman from the 
Tower, where he had been confined Mon- 
day, asking that he be permitted to go 
with a bailiff to see. some of his friends, 
averring that he could raise the amount 
of the check cashed by O’Connor, and 
énough to cover the costs in the case, 
which, he said, would then be dropped. 
He said he would be gone but half an 
_ hour, and when he had secured the de- 
sired sum, would return with the bailiff 
to the courtroom. 


Justice Bateman granted the necessary 


permit for his release from the Tower, 
and he and Bailiff Fritz started for Cook’s 
district. Two or three of Cook's friends 
were seen without success, and he called 
at the residence of his sister, Mra Dr. 
Allen D. Johnson, at 114 West Harris 
etreet, the bailiff waiting for him at the 
door. 

When Cook came out he said he had 
“made the riffle’ and would soon have 
O’Connor pacified. He seemed very much 
elated after seeing his sister, and laughed 
and joked with the officer as they walked 
toward Marietta street. Suddenly Cook 
remarked that he wanted to see Dr,Davis, 
whose office is over Sharp’s drug store, 
at the corner of Marietta and Walton 
streets. He said Dr. Davis was going 
along to Kelp him out of his trouble. 

There are two stairways leading to the 
second floor of the building in which Dr. 
Davis has his office, crossing the tri- 
angular structure in the form of an in- 
verted V; one having its entrancé on 
Marietta street and the other on Walton 
etreet. Cook mounted the Marietta street 
stairway with elastic step, two steps at 
a time, the bailiff ascending more leisure- 
ly. Cook reached the landing above and 
was suddenly lost to the sight of Bailiff 
Fritz, who thought he had entered the 
hallway. 
ing he was surprised to find a stairway 
leading down on the other side, and his 
prisoner disappearing at the foot of it. 

“T commanded him to stop,” he told 
Judge Bateman, a short time aft#Pwards, 
in relating his experience, “‘but he just 
kept runnin’ like a scared rabbit. I went 
down after him, four steps at a time, but 
when I struck the sidewalk, he was only 
a little speck in the distance.”’ 

Bailiff Fritz soon gave up the search 
on his Own account, and notified the po- 
lice department of Cook’s clever escap?. 
Up to a late hour last night the officers 
had not been able to locate the badiy 
wanted young man. He is thought to 
be in hiding in the city. 

Cook is charged with forging the name 
of T. K. Glenn, treasurer of the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company, to a che«k 
for $100 made payable to Robert Gre- 
ham. The latter name, which had been 
indorsed across the back of the check, 
was also said to have been forged, and 
both names were written in a hand bear- 
ing a strong resemblance to that of 
Cook. The check was cashed by C. W. 
O'Connor, a wholesale grocer at 11 North

MANY WANT PENSIONS. 


Fulton County Widows May Receive 
Over One-Third of Appropria- 
tion for Entire State. 

Should all of the applications for pen- 
sions for widows of confederate veterans 
in Fulton county be approved, this county 
will receive over one-third of the total! 
amount appropriated for the widows of 
the entire state. Judge John R. Wilkin- 
son, the ordinary, has issued 600 applica- 
tion blanks within the past month, and 
he stated yesterday afternoon that the 

supply has been exhausted. 

The state appropriated $100,000 for pen- 
sions for widows of confederate veterans 
and if each of the 600 Fulton county ap- 
plicants should receive a pension, it would 
mean & total of $36,000 to the widows of 
this county. These applications are for 
& pension created under a special act of 
the last session of the legislature. 

This act provides a pension for all 
widows who were wives of confederate 
veterans during the war and who have 
not married since that time. They must 
have been married prior to April 26, 1865. 
Judge Wilkinson stated yesterday after- 
noon that it was useless for widows of 
veterans who have married since the war 
to makel application for pension under 
this act.

Ordinances Against Cruelty to Ani- 
mals and Children To Be 
Read to Them. 

The city council yesterday adopted a 
resolution requesting the police commis- 
sioners to have read to each of the polices 
watches once a month the city ordinance 
against cruelty to animals and cruelty 
to children, and to require the members 
of the police department to see that 

these ordinances are enforced.

Members of Health Board Ar 
Ordered To Pay Back $386 


PAD THEM FROM TREASUR! 


Physicians on Health Board Have 
Been Illegally Drawing These 
Fees for Some Time—Was 
for Discharging Con- 
tagious Patients. 


The four physicians of the board of 
health must refund to the city $385 they 
have drawn for services during the last 
six months because the money has been 
drawn illegally, there being no authority 
of law for it. 

Council yesterday adopted a. resolution 
by Councilman Rawson requiring these 
physicians to refund the amount named, 
the report of the city comptroller show- 
ing that such an amount had been paid 
to them. 

The resolution was not passed until 
after some discussion, the work of the 
members of the board of health being de- 
fended by Councilman Longino, though 
he admitted there was no authority of 
law for making the payments. 

The resolution as adopted is ‘as follows: 

“Whereas under the charter of the city 
the members of the different administra- 
tive boards are required to serve without 
pay or charge; and, 

“Whereas, it appears from the report 
of the city comptroller, this day filed, that 
the sum of $385 has been expended in re- 
munerating some of the members of the 
board of health for services rendered the 
city in connection with their position on 
said board; therefore be it 

“Resolved, by the mayor and general 
council, That said sum be repaid into the 
treasury of the city and the members of 
said board to whom it was paid be requir- 
ed to comply with this r@Solution and 
promptiy return said money to the city, 
and that a copy of this resolution be for- 
warded to the board of health and said 
board he requested to see that said sum is 
repaid as herein directed.” 

Custom of Long Standing. 

It appears it has been the custom for a 
long time for the physicians on the board 
of health to render services in turn, mak- 
ing inspections in cases of contagious dis- 
eases in order to determine whether con- 
ditions were right for the discharge of the 
patients. Last year these four physicians 
drew from the city treasury $770—two of 
them $190 each and the two others $195 
each—for services as stated. 

Dr. Longino, in defense of the members 
of the health board, stated that they ren- 
dered important and necessary services, 
and while there was no legal authority for 
the payments, somebody had to do this 
work and it could be done most satisfac- 
torily by the members of the board of 
health. He contended that $5 for each 
case, the amount received, was not too 
high. as in some cases the physician had 
to make four or five visits before he 
could discharge & case, 

Councilman Rawson said he did not see 
why they should be paid $5 a visit, for 
most cases required only a single visit, 
when other physicians received only $2 
for attending cases of sickness. He said 
he did not oppose payment for such ser- 
vices, but he did oppose the method of 
collecting such payment. He thought the 
city should have the right to make a 
contract for such services. 

Councilman Kontz said the resolution 
should state that no reflection was intend- 
ed on any of the gentlemen connected 
with the matter, and his suggestion was 
adopted. The resolution was adopted 
later in the meeting. 

The amount in question, it is stated, has 
already been paid back into the city 
treasury.

Council yesterday adopted appropriate 
resolutions relating to the death of Mrs. 
John Collier, The resolutions, as follows, 
were introduced by Councilman Barrett: 

‘“‘Whereas, Mrs. John Collier, who has 
recently passed away, was the wife of 
Judge John Collier, one of the foremost 
and best citizens of Atlanta while in life, 
and who was also the mother of Charles 
A. Collier, ex-mayor, and Henry L. Col- 
lier, our present commissioner of public 
works, and other sons who have taken 
high positions in our city, and, 

‘“‘Whereas, this good lady has set a high 
example of the motherhood of Atlanta; 
therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That the general council ex- 
presses its deep regret at the death of

‘Resolved further, That the clerk of 
council spread these resolutions upon the 
minutes and transmit a copy of them to 
the family of the deceased.’

Months. 


ORDINANCE IS INTRODUCED 


Prohibits Opening Streets from July 
to September. 


SOME OTHER COUNCIL ~ MATTERS 


Councilman Barrett Would Regulate 
Street Railway Traffic—Alder- 
man LaHatte’s Resolution. 


Councilman Grady, at the meeting of 
council yesterday afternoon, introduced 
an ordinance making it unlawful to dig 
up the streets of the city during July, 
August and September to lay sewers, 
water mains or for any other purpose. 
The passage of such an ordinance has 
long been desired by the board of health. 
The members of the board believe that 
much of the sickness during the three 
months named in ‘the proposed ordi- 
nance may be traced to conditions aris- 
ing from streets that have been torn 


up for one purpose or another. The 
proposed ordinance provides that appli- 
cations to tear up the streets diyring the 
months of July, August and September 
shall not be granted by the city author- 
ities having the matter In charge. 

The matter was referred to the ordil- 
nance committee, and at the request of 
Councilman Grady, Councilman Longino 
and Alderman Pierce were empowered 
to act with the committee. 

Councilman Barrett Introduced an or- 
dinance to regulate street car traffic 
on the streets of Atlanta. 

It was referred to the ordinance com- 
mittee. The proposed ordinance provides 
for an added precaution that must be 
taken when passengers are alighting from 
cars on streets that are double tracked. 
It stipulates that when one of two cars 
moving in opposite directions stops to 
allow passengers to alight at a street 
corner or other stopping place, the ap- 
proaching car must also stop for a suf- 
ficient length of time‘to allow the passen- 
gers from the other @ar to alight and get 
across the tracks. 

Alderman LaHatte introduced a reso- 
lution, which was adopted, providing that 
the, $2,000 previously given by the city to 
the Carnegie library be withdrawn and 
placed in the hands:of: the directors of 
the libtary for the purpose of securing 
new books.

Generally Weakened During: the 
Course of the Day 
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VOLUME OF BUSINESS SMALL 


Professional Operators Worked for 
a Rally but the Maneuver Was 
Entirely Without Success. 
Mcney Market Con- 
tinues Harder. 


New York, February 19.—There was an ele- 
ment among the professional operators on the 
stock exchange which worked for a rally today, 
on the theory that yesterday’s selling was 
largely due to operations for the bear account, 
and that the vigorous support of the market 
would drive these bears to cover. The maneu- 
ver was entirely without success, especially in 
the early dealings, but all of the market's 
strength was con‘ined to a very few stocks and 
was not maintained. Business fell away to the 
point of semi-stagnation at times luring the 
day, showing no signs of the recent large gen- 
eral demand or of the operations by large bank- 
ing and financial interests, which was the 
backbone of the market for a long time. Ob- 
viously none but professional operators were 
interested to any great extent in the day’s 
transactions. The suspense over the negotia- 
tions for the steel merger is trying to the nerves 
of all speculators. It was rumored today that 
it was proposed to divide the cash assets of 
one of the principal companies contemplated in 
the merger before it shall be taken in. The 
preferred stock of the company would have a 
prior claim, thus offering a very abstruse prob- 
lem of the relation .of the present value of the 
stocks to the value of their shares of the 
new securittes after such division of assets tas 
been made. The steel stocks were all feverish 
end unsettled, but gererally weakened during 
the course of the day. The money market was 
not violently disturbed, but the tone continues 
to harden. A check for over $23,000,000 on ac- 
count of the New Jersey Central rallroad pur- 
chase went through the clearing house today 
and was a remiader of the continuing influence 
or. the money market of the recent deals. A 
development which may have important con- 
sequences was a recovery in the discount rates 
in London, in spite of the general supposition 
that the bank rate will be reduced this week. 
Sterling exchange hardened in New York on a 
den and for remittance by tomorrow’s steamer. 
It seems to be the expectation in London that 
the low point has been touched for «tecount 
rates, which would have an important bearing 
on any future requirements of the New’ York 
money market. The decision to close the stock 
exchange from Thursday afternoon until Mon- 
day morning was an influence toward duliness. 
There was some uncasiness due to the re- 
opening of the wages questiun in the anthracite 
region, the present agreement extending only 
to April Ist. The coalers were in consequence 
especially weak. Delaware and Hudson was 
erratic, breakirg violently 5% from the tcp 
and closing with a net loss of 2%. The South- 
westerns were all notably weak, declining from

Oats closed un- 
changed. Provisions 2%c lower to 2%c higher. 

The corn market was again animated, holding 
fast to its recently acquired position as leader 
of the board of trade speculative attractions. 
The liquidating movement which begun in force 
yesterday was continued, and while the vol- 
ume of business was smaller it was still suf- 
ficiently heavy to draw attention from all over 
the floor. The crowd, encouraged by lighter 
country offerings, small contract stocks, and 
above all, by the stubbornness with which the 
price had yielded in the face of immense sales 
by longs, was optimistic and absorbed all 
offerings on the cheerful confidence that the 
high price of the crop had not yet been reach- 
ed. May opened ec lower to \%c higher at 40% 
@40%c. Liquidation was still in progress, but 
offerings -were taken readily. and prices soon 
toucLed 40%c. Here the selling pressure he- 
came heavier and May reacted to 40%c. At 
this price the market steadied, and for a con- 
siderable period it was a game of give and 
take between 40c and 40%c, with longs on one 
side and commission houses and the local 
crowd on the other. The close found the mar- 
ket strong, May only a-shade lower at 404@ 
40%c. Keceinots were 520 cars. | of contract 
grade. Corn equal to contract requirements 
here amounts to only 542,000 bushels. Local 
cash sales were {00,000 bushels, while ex- 
porters reported 35 loads taken for foreign ship- 
ments. 

The early steadiness of wheat, and especially 
its closing strength, were rather mysterious to 
students who look to the crop reports and sta- 
tistics for m@&sons with which to account for 
the market’s actions. The fact that the best 
buyers, and the market was a dull one, were 
owners of elevators, caused the advance, but 
what lay at the bottom of the buving during 
a month when eleyator people are generally 
selling futures against their low grade wheat. 
The trade generally was in small lots. A deal 
involving over 25,000 bushels was amply suf- 
ficient to causé comment. May opened a shade 
higher to %@%c lower. The market was run 
up to 78%@78%c during the fore part of the 
session. The announcement of an increase of 
983,000 bushels in the world’s visible caused 
a brief suspension of buying, but toward the 
end of the session the market rallied again and 
closed strong at the top, May %@%c higher at 
75%c. Exporters took |I5 loads to go to the 
other side, while seaboard clearances in wheat 
and flour aggregated 210,000 bushels. Local 
receipts were 76 cars, 2 of contract grade, and 
the aggregate receipts at Minneapolis and Du- 
luth were’ 367 cars, against 472 a year ago. 
Total receipts at. primary western points were 
426,000 bushels, compared with 481,000 the 
corresponding day last year. Cables were 
steady. 

Trarecactions in oats were not large and fluc- 
tuations were narrow. The receipts here—52! 
cars—were the largest in some time, and a 
moderate amount of selling by elevators was 
thereby occasioned. This was well taken, how- 
ever. May sold between 25%@25'%%c and closed 
unchanged at 25%c. 

Provisions recovered from a slight depression, 
which was left over yesterday. Hog receipts 
were heavy, and this had a weakening effect 
early, but this was offset later by a good cash 
demand. May pork closed 2%c lower at $14; 
May lard 2%c higher at $7.45, and May ribs 
2\%c up at $7.05.

A FAMILY COW 


J. C. Bently, Who Was in Prison as 
Mayfield, Is Identified. 


UNIQUE CASE OF SPOTTING 


Bently Said To Have Stolen a Cow 
from His Brother in Law. 


WAS ALREADY ARRESTED FOR BEING DRUNK 


Was Taken to the DeKalb County 
Jail Yesterday Afternoon—What 
He Says About the Case.

Last night Bently was turned over to 
the authorities: in DeKalb county and is 
now in the Decatur jail awaiting trial on 
the state charge. 

The stockdealer stated to an officer that 
Bently hi not only stolen.a cow, but 
he had stolen his brother-in-law’s cow. 

“He took tha cow from his brother in 
law's place in DeKalb county,” stated the 
stockman, “and then sold it toma The 
owner of the cow came to Atlanta, iden- 
tifled the cow and took her away from 
me. I was out just what I had paid 
Bently. I lost sight of Bently and proba- 
bly would never have run up on him if 
he had not been arrested for. being 
drunk.”’ 

Bently. was asked about the charge of 
stealing his brother in law's cow, and 
he replied that he had nothing to say. 

“I don't know what made me take the 
cow and sell her as I did. It was not my 
cow. I don’t: know what to say.” 

If Bently had stayed sober he might 
not have been caught .

An ordinance Introduced by 
man Grady providing for putting Into the 
conduits furnished the city free of cost 
the wires used in connection with the 
apparatus of the fire and police depart- 
ments, and the appropriation therefor of 
$5,000, or $2,500 from each department’s 
fund, was referred to the ordinance com- 
mittee, 

An ordinance requiring property owners 
to put down new sidewalks or repair old 
sidewalks when notified to do so, within 
ten days after notification, was passed. 
In case the property owners fail to do 
as instructed, the necessary work will 
be done by the city and the amount 
charged up to the owners of the property 
and collected by levy if necessary. 

The bill of Dr. C. R. Giles for acting 
as city physiclan from January 23d ‘to 
January 3ist, amounting to $19.80, was 
referred to the committee on hospitals 
and charities. The payment of this biil 
had been refused on the ground that Dr. 
Phillips, who disappeared from the city, 
had already drawn his full salary for the 
month of January. 

It was decided by council to accept $2 
from St. Luke’s church as payment in 
full for taxes and improvements on and 
around the parsonage of that church on 
Houston street.
